TRADE STATISTICAL 


CLASSIFICATION ' 


WASHINGTON, May 6.—The business 


public was asked today by the depart- 
ment of commerce to assist in carrying 
out a radical revision and extension of 
the government's foreign trade statisti- 
cal classification which has been under- 
taken by the bureau of foreign and do- 
mestic commerce. 


Immediate suggestions are wanted as 


lo new classes of-goods that ought to 
be shown in the statistics or new sub- 
divisions of. the present classes. 


The immediate object of the revision' 


13 the furnishing of more detailed and 
accurate information for the war boards 
engaged in licensing imports and 
ex- 


ports, conserving tonnage, 
foodstuffs 


and raw materials. It is Secretary Red- 
field's idea, however, that the statistics 
should be of 
the 
largest 
permanent 


value to the nation's foreign trade after 
the war, which is why the views of bus 
iness men generally are being sought to 
indicate the lines on which the revision 
should be carried out. 


"In making suggestions for the ex- 


port classification," the bureau of for- 
eign and 
domestic 
commerce 
an- 


nounced, "the business man should hejr 
in mind that the statistics are based on 
the description of merchandise as shown 
in export declarations, filed by the ship- 
per with the collector of customs at the 
port of clearance. A too derailed classi- 
fication going beyond commonly u=ed 
commercial terms must 
therefore 
be 


avoided. Likewise, suggestions regard- 
ing imports should be made with duo 
regard to the fact that statistics of im- 
ports follow the tariff classification and 
that sub-divisions for statistical pur- 
poses beyond customs requirements are 
difficult to obtain and are apt to result 
in inaccurate and misleading figures."

Mr. Townseiid spoke in part as 


follows: 


"I believe that democracy is the onlj 


righteous and 
safe form 
of humar 


government. There is no divine right 
for any one man to rule other people 
Tho only man who has a moral right 
to be a rulur is the man placed there 
for that purpose by the people them- 
selves. It is never safe to trust any 
one man \vith absolute power, though 
there are occasions when a righteous 
dictator 
is a good thing, until 
the 


people are able 
to rule 
themselves. 


Such is now the case in Russia." 


Referring 
to Germany's atrocities 


and her treachery toward us while 
were a neutral nation, he said: "We 
had supposed 
that Huns and pirates 


had passed away. We had not dreamed 
that any nation calling itself civilized 
and Christian could perpetrate such 
crimes as the Germans have committed 
since this war began. The world has 
tolerated a tyrant who has deliberately 
attempted to coerce all other nations. 
In the height of her- egotism she has 
at last revealed herself to an aston- 
ished world. While such a tyrant as 
the imperial German government con- 
tinues to exercise despotic power, the 
world is not safe for democracy. It is 
not safe for free thinking or free ac- 
tion, or the cultivation of high and 
noble ideals. 
So we say deliberately 


that thts first tiling to be clone in order 
to make the world safe for democracy 
is to overthrow 
the German govern- 


ment. 
We believe this will be 
done 


and we repeat emphatically that 
dem- 


ocracy and the rights of humanity will 
never be safe until It is done.

Tho Germans 
teach 
the 


philosophy of Nietsche. 
They 
teach 


that they are the supermen and should 
rule and dominate the world. 
This is 


the heathen pagan philosophy, with no 
Christ in it, and.no mercy for the weak 
and the helpless.

turned the German nation into a nation 
of savage tyrants. 
Germany will not 


be ready for any just peace, till, in the 
words of former President Taft. she 
is driven to her knees. Hence this war 
must be fought to its bitter end, until 
pur own nation is safe and the world 
is made safe for democracy.

peace. 


"It is not possible for Germany to 


win this war—not on account of France 
or England, not even on account of the 
United States, but on account of God.

"President Wilson, upon receiving the 
eport of his commission, seven unprej- 
diced men, called upon the governor of 
California for a 
new trial for Tom 


looney. The governor of California 
ays lie will bo unmoved by the demands 


on the facts, and that In all we ask; an 
hoiK'Kt elimination of the facts by the 
governor of California, and this meet- 
ins will ask. him.only to honestly exam- 
ine the facts of the trial, the 
perjury 


discovered after the trial, the opinion of 
I he jiulRO who tried the case, and Iho 
opinion of his own attorney general. 


".Mooney today symbolizes injustice in 


America to a largo part of the world. 
Like a light on a hill, that case cannot 
be hidden. California can make no sat- 
isfactory answer to the world, except 
by giving Mooney a new trial in a court 
above suspicion of prejudice. The worst 
charge that can be'made against any 
| court, Is that it dispenses law and dis- 
penses with justice. 
Yet the supreme 


court of California said it cannot con- 
sider the evidence of 
perjury discov- 


ered after the trial, because it was not 
in the record of the trial. Justice walks 
with leaden feet and cannot find the 
courtrooms of California. 


"Send your voice from Lowell to the 


broad Pacific, and there let it meet the 
voice of the idealistic Russia demanding 
not that Mooney's life he .spared, but 
that he may prove his innocence to all 
the world by a new trial." 


Organizer \nlan was the next speaker 


and in the course of his address he 
characterized the Ilrm stand that Cali- 
fornia labor had taken in the case and 
how^ it has spread across the water to 
Russia, Italy, Prance, England and Ire- 
land where men formerly uninterested 
are now clamoring for a new trial be- 
cause of the report of the commission 
appointed by the president. Mr. Nolan's 
remarks were brief but to the point. 
a:.d at the close of his address he was 
given an ovation. The meeting was 
brought to a close with the singing of 
"America."

We packed again and as there Vas a 
railroad nearby, we all packed into 
freight cars—40 or us in one car. For 
the next few days we were like a cir- 
cus crew unloading the cars. 
For 
good part of the time it was raining 
and some of us were wet to the skin. 
We are taking it goodrnaturedly and 
as for myself—it is just what I thought 
't would he when 1 first enlisted, so 


I am not a bit disappointed.

ficers suffered just as we did.

My Dear: 
Just a few lines to let 


you know that I am well and that I 
hope you antl the family are the same. 
Well. I am now in the trenches. This 
is my second time and I am in the 
best of health and so. arc all the Low- 
ell boys in my company. 
This is a new sector of the front 
that I am in now and there seems to 
be a lot of fighting- going on here, 
but it's just the same all over. 
You 
must expect it. 


They drop large shells around our 
dugout and what a hole they make! 
Four men could fit into each hole. 
Then the shrapnel flies around. If that 
happens to hit you, yon are no more. 
When the shells stop for an hour we 
go out to cut wood for the fire or 
wash. 
Then all 'of a sudden the noise 
starts again and 'there's a rush for 
the dugout. 


The dugout is shell-proof, but If a 
shell hits it, it may blow up. 
So you 
see it isn't very pleasant for us. 
It's seven months yesterday since I 
sailed for France and a little more 
than a year since I enlisted. I never 
thought then that T would be over 
here, but T am not sorry. I will do my 
bit. 
If It's my lot to go, J am ready.

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ROOSEVELT'S TIRADES 


Colonel Roosevelt Is going through 


the country campaigning under pro 
tense of stirring the people to 
the 


necessity of speeding up in the war. 
The colonel is killing two birds with 
the one stone. 
He is talking up the 


war and talking down the men who 
are waging the war. He uses all his 
power of invective to stigmatize the 
administration for failure to prepare 
for war when the conflagration spread 
in Europe, when the Lusitania was 
sunk or when our factories were dyna- 
mited by alien plotters. Possibly It 
would have been better to have enter- 
ed the war earlier than we did and 
possibly not. Colonel Roosevelt does 
not take into account whether the 
congress or the people were ready 
lor war. He does not seem to con- 
sider that these factors 
had to be 


reckoned with and if he had beer 
as positive in regard to the expediency 
of war then as he is now, he migh 
have helped to prepare tlie country for 
it; but like other people his 
hind- 


sight is very .much better than his 
foresight 


Moreover he is impugning President 


Wilson and the administration gener- 
ally as having done practically nothing 
of any account during the past year 
and he is reiterating Senator Lodge's 
'hypocritical cry of "tell the people the 
truth," thus implying that the truth 
is being kept from the people. 


If the work of the administration is 


being misrepresented, it is by the re- 
publican critics 
such 
as Roosevelt, 


Senators Sherman, Penrose, Brandegee 
and such disgruntled or 
pro-German 


democrats as Hitchcock and Chamber- 
lain, all of whom pick up some mis- 
take or oversight by,the administra- 
tion, magnify it to the point of false- 
hood and then wave it aloft in affected 
indignation as a typical example of 
how the war is being conducted from 
[Washington. 


What is all this but a recourse to 


that very old and unjust rule of criti- 
cism "ex uno disce omnes?" 


Gentlemen, why try to mislead the 


people; why confine your 
mountings 


wholly to the small number of things 
that might have been done better and

aration. Roosevelt is endeavoring to 
prejudice the country against the pres- 
ident and the administration as hav- 
ing wholly neglected the work of pre- 
paring for war when that work should 
have been pushed ahead. 
It will be 


admitted that the greatest need of the 
hour, is ships and more ships. Unless 
the production of new tonnage through 
purchase or otherwise exceeds 
the 


amount of tonnage destroyed by sub- 
marines. Germany will win the \\sir. 


Did President Wilson make any at- 


tempt to prepare in the all important 
matter of increasing our merchant ma- 
rine and improving our naval forces? 


When the war set the continent of 


Europe afire the ocean borne com- 
merce of the United States faced what 
President Wilson then foresaw to be 
the greatest crisis of its history. With- 
in a few weeks the ships of Germany 
were anchored in the harbors of the 
world, powerless to move; and Great 
Britain called to the colors for the use 
of naval warfare many of her vessels 
engaged in commerce, and in a short 
time through German submarine ac- 
tivity a great many vessels were sent 
to the bottom of the ocean. 


The rapid decrease in tonnage was 


apparent and its danger 
accurately 


foreseen by President Wilson. 
The 


commerce of the United States was 
at the mercy of a foreign flag and 
American farmers, manufacturers and 
exporters were the helpless victims of 
ship owners who levied the highest 
freight charges in the history of the 
world. 


President 
Wilson with his usual 


foresight within a month after the 
declaration of war in 191-1 proposed an 
Emergency Shipping bill to meet the 
pressing needs of this country. That 
bill passed the house of representa- 
tives but was killed by a republican 
minority in the senate. That minority 


2,100,000 vessel tons as compared will 
So'0,000 on the same date in 1912, an 
increase of 12G per cent, in four years 
time. 
Yet, Col. Roosevelt says there 


was no step toward preparation for a 
great war. Why not tell the truth? 


Under President Wilson's first four 


years in ofiice the appropriations for 
additions 
to 
the navy were nearly 


three times as large as those made un- 
der Roosevelt. Yet. the colonel boasts 
of being an apostle of 
preparedness 


while he condemned President Wilson 
for alleged failure to take any step in 
that direction. Why not tell the truth? 


It might be stated in this connection 


also, that but for the passage of the 
Federal Reserve Act. framed by Presi- 
dent Wilson, the country would have 
been visited by iinaneial panics that 
would have made the prosecution of 
any war impossible. Five times with- 
in thirty years immediately preceding 
Wilson's administration, 
a 
iinaneial 


panic hud swept this country even in 
the midst of apparent business pros- 
perity. In each case the catastrophe 
was due to a defective or inelastic sys- 
tem of banking currency, and a ficti- 
tious bank reserve, thus rendering our j 
banking system wholly inadequate to 
meet the needs of our great business 
expansion. The republicans had tin- 
kered with the currency system since 
1S72 and had failed utterly to provide 
a satisfactory solution. It 
remained 


for President Wilson to give the nation 
a currency reserve system that has 
averted panics and withstood the se- 
verest strains that have ever been put 
upon the currency system of this na- 
tion. That it will enable the country 
to go through this worst of all wars 
without any financial catastrophe is 
nowhere doubted, and the credit of 
this national security redounds to 
President Wilson. It is one of the 
greatest steps toward preparedness for 
war that was ever adopted by this re- 
public and yet Roosevelt in his dema- 
gogic and spread eagle fashion is tell- 
ng the country that President Wilson 
failed to take any step towards prepa- 
ration for war. Why not tell the 
truth? 


But for the republicans for whom 


rtoosevelt is now pleading, we should 
lave 
a 
much 
greater 
merchant 


marine than we have and in conse- 
quence we should be better able to 
help our allies as well as to do more 
effective work in conducting our own 
domestic and foreign commerce. Does 
Roosevelt mention this fact? Oh, no. 


y does he not tell the truth? There 
a reason and it is political, not 


patriotic. 


What has been done since the dec- 


aration of war is too well known to 
•equire review here. 
Suffice it to say 


hat no country ever accomplished so 
much in a single year in spite of every 
nistake and we do not deny that in 
he multifarious activities of the her- 


culean tasks undertaken mistakes wore 
Inevitable. But does Roosevelt give 
due credit for vast and creditable 
achievements thus far made? Oh, no! 
Why not tell the truth?

Now that Pope Benedict has served

The following very interesting letter 
rom a Boston soldier on the western 
battlefront has been received by a 
friend in this city, who thinks it may 
give The Sun readers a realistic idea of 
\.hat war is and especially the charac- 
ter of aerial battles: 


Western Battlefront, France, 
March S, 1018. 
Since I last wrote you many events 
have transpired and we have now been 
up 10 the front for 
have heen fairly busy 
some time, and 
convincing th 
ng the 
hand- 
elusive Hun that we love him, by 
ing him numerous presents of shrapnel 
and high explosive shells, and we even 
felt very affectionate one day and sent 
over some i?as shells. 
But the Hun lets us know that he ap- 
preciates our efforts, and sends them 
back at regular intervals, and some of 
the liveliest moments of my young life 
have been spent in the last few days. 
For instance, the other day I was put 
with another fellow in quest of wood. 
(That doesn't sound ve:y warlike peut- 
etre, but it is a very necessary opera- 
tion here each day for our kitchen.) 
We have only to pick it up, as it lias 
been cut up and split long ago by shell 
fire, and there is one place here which 
used to be a wood whore one can start- 
cry

Machine guns and.ant 
alrcrati guns open up from every cllrci.

The French seem to liavc thei 
hidden in every conceivable place, an 
1 never knew there wore so many in th 
world as 1 saw one night firing at Goi 
man planes inside a distance of 50 
yards. Jt is great to watch a machin 
gun purring away at night, as they lir 
luminous bullets, and you can sec thei 
just 
as 
plainly

thrown. The anti-craft gun shells can' 
be seen of course 
until 
they burs 
around the machines and then you ca 
see the flashes, pop, pop, pop, over, un 
dor and beside the bodies, and 'ciuit 
often right on them, but they arc nan 
to hit with anti-aircraft guns as it i 
very difficult to determine the range o 
anything so small as a plane so far u 
in the air until quite a few shots hav 
been tired, and by (hat time the elusivi. 
cusses have dodged around and gotten 
at. a different altitude.

By the way, speaking of airplanes 
did you know that Dale GalTney trans

But 1 started to tell you about our 


wood-gathering expedition. We were 
busy picking up pieces when all of a 
sudden we heard a shell,—it is coming, 
not going—it is very easy to 
tell

difference. 
Well, the way we fell into 
shell" hole was a caution. We had a 
rabbit in a snail class in comparison. 
Just as we had flattened ourselves out 
)n the dirt in the bottom—boom! and a 
boche no M.M. went 
off about 200 
yards away, and the pieces of it went 
over us. Oh! what a sensation, and the 
way those pieces of shell whistled by us 
was certainly some music. 1 know how 
ust how a duck feels when a load of 
shot passes near him. Scared? Wow1 
and any man that says lie isn't is a 
. 
It is the most awful sensation I ever 
Jreamed of to hear one of those big 
boys coming, louder and louder 
each 
second and not. knowing where it is so- 
ng to land. You can't do a thing, just 
le low and wait for the ground 
to 
shake and the eardrums to quiver, anr! 
hen resolve to be a nice fellow forever- 
more it it misses you. 
It Is a good thing that one can hear 
hem coming (for about ten seconds) 
because it gives you time to get into a 
ihell hole. 
You'd be surprised to see 
how much ground a man can cover in 
en seconds under such circumstances. 
.00. 
It is awfully funny, 
afterwards 
but there is nothing; humorous about it 
at the time. 


Tho French do it also, and they cer- 
ainly are marvelous at hearing them 
joining. 


Spectacular Acroiilanc Battled 


We see some great aeroplane battles 
iere every day. As a matter of fact. 
here is a Huu over us now catching — 
'rom the anti-aircraft guns, but he is 
.00 high up to be hit, but they fire any- 
vay to keep him up high enough, so 
hat lie can't take photos. They brought 
down two boche machines this morning 
right over us in an air battle. It is a 
grand and glorious sensation to see one 
f the Hun murderers coming dowu end 
iver end. 
I was up day before yesterday, in the 
ront line observation, and surely saw 
ome Mghts, but I'm not allowed to tell 
ou about them. It was funny though 
o see the boches sneak out of a dug- 
ut—one at. a time—look around like 
ivoodcbuck does to see if the coast is 
lear, then beat it across the ground 
ike a blue streak, hitting only the high 
pots, and dive down into another dug- 
ut. Safety first. They know darn well 
lat any place but underground is an 
xtremeiy unhealthy place for them. 


I have also been in two air raids dur- 
ng the last two months which take 
lace at night, and it certainly is a 
eautifnl thing to watch. 
The -sky is 
all lighted up by about 4139 powerful 


and tried to make a headfirst dive — and 
succeeded. Poor old Dale! 1 won't go 
cooling any more with him, but I'm go- 
ing to try to pay the kaiser back foi 
causing his death — with interest 
I've got him partly paid for now. 
This is the "awfullost" 
•war I was 
ever in and they can't hurt my feelings 
if they call it off tonight. 1 ,was talk- 
ing

Well, we sure are all tired of it, 1 as- 
sure you, but we wouldn't go home now 
if you'd pay us until we pay back Hin- 
denburg, HehenzoJlern &. Co. for what 
they have done here. I never imagined 
such things could happen on earth until 
I saw them here. Wow! 
Found German's Head 


I had a nice thing happen yesterday. 
Don't read this if you are going to eat 
iOOll. 


I was walking across a shell riddled 
field when I saw a boche shrapnel half 
buried which hadn't exploded, so I 
picked it up; and under it was a French 
shrapnel, and 1 dug that out and hair 
uncovered a German head. Woof; what 
a sensation. His whole body may have 
been there but I didn't investigate but 
carefully replaced both shrapnel and 
some more dirt. I haven't gotten over 
it yet. Oh. rose water! i ! It's the rot- 
teiiest smell 1 ever beard of—rotten like 
everything else German. 


Well, G.W.. I guess I'll call this a 


book—and by the time you get this let- 
ter I hope to be having a rest. We have 
been slaving like Trojans now for eighr 
months, and I think a vacation is nearlv 
due, 
when we get a ten-day furlough 


Oh, joy! Think of the devilish time I'm 
going to have spending my six dollars. 
That's what I receive now per month, 
as I have wished everything else of my 
S33 per month salary into insurance and 
Liberty loans and allowance home. One 
fellow in the battery received % franc 
for his salary this month. Believe me, 
the U.S. is taking good care that we 
don't squander .very much good old 
American coin, over here, which is, of 
course, the only course to pursu-

The next German shell came along, 
tasingly, the next evening. 
Our colonel took down his telephone 
nd got the artillery commander on 
he line. 


"Give them everything you've got, 
ut first of ail demolish the chateau 
'here that German colonel has his 
eadquarters," he commanded. 
"After 


hat, clean out the whole town." 
Our artillery firing lasted nearly four 
ours and when it ended our colonel 
ot this message over the phone: 
"Colonel, the job's done. We put the 


chateau out of business in, 10 minutes, 
and the. rest of the town won't be of 
any use to the enemy because every 
building is down." 


,Our colonel got up and put on his 


coat and said to those about him: 


"Now, let's all get 
out of here. 


They'll .level this town within a few 
minutes." 


"We withdrew from the village 
in 


hasty fashion, most on foot, but a, few 
on horses and in autos. 


During our bombardment of the Ger- 


man headquarters town the enemy had 
feebly replied with an occasional shell 
into our town, but as soon as our guns 
quit firing the Germans evidently came 
out of their dugouts and went to their 
artillery, because before we were out- 
side the village shells began raining 
on .us in torrents. 


We withdrew to another village far- 


ther back, and there the colonel re- 
established headquarters. 


I saw our town the next day, and I 


had to hunt around for what was left 
of the- building that had housed our 
colonel and 
his headquarters. 
Only 


one wall was left standing. 
• In the 


mass of debris that had fallen into the 
cellar I noticed several familiar 
ar- 


ticles, one of them 
a crippled chair 


that the colonel had been wont to use. 
and 
about . two-thirds 
of a pair 
of 


breeches that had once been my own. 
You see, I had been visiting the colonel 
when all this happened. 


Every other building 
in our town 


was down and the entire military pop- 
ulation had left. Only a stray cat or 
two and a lot of rats had stayed be- 
hind. 


This action on the part of our colo- 


nel—that is, putting the German head- 
quarters town 
out of business com- 


pletely, even at the cost of having his

town raxed—was

Immediate suggestions are wanted as 


to new classes of goods that ought to 
be shown in the statistics or new sub- 
divisions of the present classes. 


The immediate object of the revision 
i.i the furnishing of more detailed and 
accurate information for the war boards 
engaged-in licensing imports and ex- 
ports, conserving tonnage, foodstuffs 
and ra.w materials. It is Secretary Red- 
field's idea, however, that the statistics 
should be of the largest permanent 
value to the nation's foreign trade after 
the war, which is why the views of bus 
iness mtn generally are being sought to 
indicate the lines on which the revision 
should be carried out.

LONDON, May 6—Anti-conscription 


speeches were made from the same 
platform by John Dillon, Nationalis 
leader, and Prof. Edward De Valers 
head of the Sinn Fein yesterday a 
Ballaghaderen. in Dillon's constituency 
of East Mayo. Good humor and en- 
thusiasm characterized the demonstra- 
tion, which, was attended 
by 
15.000 
persons. 


Mr. Dillon ,said that if the 
Irisfr 


Kept united and determined for two 
weeks more they would defeat con- 
scription. 


•It was an atrocious form of oppres- 
sion to try to compel a people to figh 
for a country not their own. He per- 
sonally opposed conscription, whether 
in Great Britain or in Ireland, and be- 
lieved it was a great blunder to depar 
from England's settled policy agains 
compulsory, service, especially when i 
was not to defend,the soil of Great 
Britain but to send huge armies to the 
continent. 
But it was impossible and unthink- 


able, he declared, to attempt to apply 
conscription to a free and democratic 
people, unless there was 
agreemen t 


amounting amiost to unanimity. 
He 


earnestly appealed for a spirit of frank 
and friendly co-operation throughout 
Ireland. Committees throughout 
the 


country must be organized with a sin- 
cere desire to give fair representation 
to al sections. 


If the nation's unity were broken in 


the face of the persent terrific danger, 
he continued, the government would 
be encouraged to pursue tl]eir wicked 
and insane policy, and the discipline 
of the people which was essential to 
the defeat of conscription, wouid be 
broken. 
Then the whole game would 


be'thrown into the hands of the mili- 
tary authorities. 


The Nationalists and Sinn Feiners, 
lie said, actually agreed that the whole 
struggle for Ireland's rights was based 
on the principle of her rights as a 
nation. There was an impression in 
the country that all danger was over. 
This was a terribly false impression, 
he declared. There was no question 
that the government had been stagger- 
ed and no longer were so confident 
about the practicability of their policy 
as professed when the bill was intro- 
duced. 


A' powerful section of the house of 


commons and organized labor of Eng- 
land had declared against conscription 
in Ireland, ho added, unless and until 
an Irish parliament and an Irish gov-' 
ornment 
were 
established. 
These 


.things combined with united opposi- 
tion in Ireland and the action of the 
county bishops, had given the gov- 
ernment pause, but it would be a dis- 
MSirous mistake to suppose that dan- 
ger had passed. He suggested the for- 
mation of Irish committees attached 
(o every church and chapel so that, in 
the. event of a struggle being forced

instructions 


would reach the people through the 
national organization of 
the church 


which at this hour of supreme danger, 
had come to the rescue of the Irish 
people. 


He declared he was convinced that 


it would take an army such as Eng- 
land could ill spare to carry out suc- 
cessfully conscription in Ireland. 
He 
was also convinced that the govern- 
ment would: split on the Irish rock 
and, instead of destroying the Irish 
nation, the Irish would destroy them. 


Professor De Valera said his follow-

Dillon to defeat 
conscription. 
With 


the reference to the issue raised in 
East Cavan he said there was only one 
arbitrator to whom the Sinn Fein 
would submit, namely the free choice 
of the electors. 
The appointment of Field 
Marshal 


Viscount French as viceroy of Ire- 
land comes somewhat as a surprise. 
It was known that the government 
was experiencing difficulty in finding 
a successor to Baron Wimborne and 
that this was the reason for the,de- 
lay in announcing officially the ap- 
pointment of Edward Shortt as chief 
secretary. No one. however, antici- 
pated such a purely military appoint- 
ment as the field marshal. 


Viscount French is of Irish extrac- 


tion. He has a seat in Ireland, is col- 
onel of Irish regiments and a popular 
figure in the country but that is hard- 
ly likely to reconcile the Irish people 
to his appointment for they will see 
in it nothing but a threat to put con- 
scription into effect.

it down. We fc.lt much refreshed. 
Then we were on the jump again for 


ten -more kilometres and then came to 
another stop and pitched tents with 25 
in each tent that would comfortably 
hold 14. We put our blankets on the 
ground and although in good spirits, 
we werte very tired and 
were 
just 
about to lay down when orders came 
to break camp. 
Wouldn't that "jar" 
you? It did all of us. 
We packed again and as there was a 
railroad nearby, we all packed into 
Creig-ht cars—40 or us in one car. For 
:he next few days we were like a cir- 
cus crew unloading- the cars. For a 
good part of the time it was raining 
and some of us were wet to the skin. 
We are taking- it good-naturedly and 
is for myself-^-it is just what I thought 
would be when 1 first enlisted, so 


_ _im not a bit disappointed. 
The of- 
ficers suffered just as we did. 
Capt. Peters, a construction engi- 
neer, is with our regiment. He is a 
southern man and is a relative of 
ilayor Peters of Boston and resembles 
lim somewhat. He is about 40, finely 
ouilt and makes a good drillmaster 
and good boxer. 
I know about his 
joxing because I boxed him in a class 
jefore we arrived at this camp. 
This is our second night here and 
by the way we are arranged you would 
think that we were going to stay a 
while, but you never can tell.

The American artillery got into ac- 


:ion. quickly, sweeping a high explosive 
barrage back tnd forth across the newly 
orcupied ground. The guns rained steal 
on the Germans until nearly daylight, 
and when the patrols went out to inves- 
jgate they found not a single enemy. 
Some material, however, had been left 
behind.

favorable occasion arises, which, how 
ever, has not yet occurred, nor does 
seem near." 


Now that Pope Benedict has serv

The next evening, sure enough, an- 


other shell dropped in on us, and this 
time there were a few casualties. 


Our colonel was furious. He stormed 


and raved 
and threatened 
the most 


terribre revenge. 


"The very next shell they put In this 


town Is going to be the death warrant 
of that whole boche outfit over there," 
he declared. 
"I'll wipe 
their whole 


town off the map." 


The next German shell cauic along, 


teasingrly, the next evening:. 


Our colonel took down his telephone 


and got tho artillery commander on 
the line. 


"Give them everything you've got, 


but first of all demolish the chateau 
where that German -colonel 
has his 


headquarters," ho commanded. "After 
that, clean out the whole town." 


Our artillery firing lasted nearly four 


hours and when it ended our colonel 
got.this message over the phone: 


"Colonel, the job's done. We put the 


chateau out of business in 30 minutes, 
and the rest of the town won't be of 
any UBO to the enemy because every 
building is down." 


Our colonel got up and put on his 


coat and said to those about him" 


"Now, 
let's all 
get 
out of 
here. 


They'll level this town within a few 
minutes," 


Wo withdrew from the 
village 
in 


hasty fashion, most on foot, but a few 
on horses and in autos. 


During our bombardment of the Ger- 


man headquarters town the enemy had 
feebly replied -with an occasional shell 
into our town, but as soon as our guns 
quit firing the Germans evidently came 
out of their dugouts and went to their 
artillery, because before we were out- 
side the village shells began raining 
on us in torrents. 


We -withdrew to another- village far- 


ther back, and there tho colonel re- 
established' headquarters. 


I saw our town the next day, and I 


had to hunt around for what was left 
of the building that had housed our 
colonel and 
his headquarters. 
Only 


one wall was left standing. 
In the 


mass of debris that had fallen into the 
cellar I noticed several familiar ar- 
ticles, one of thorn 
a crippled chair 


that tho colonel had been wont to use, 
and 
about 
two-thirds of a pair of 


.breeches that had once been my own. 
You see, I had been visiting the colonel 
when all this happened. 


Every other building 
in our town 


was down and the entire military pop- 
ulation Had left. 
Only a stray cat or 


two and a lot of rats had stayed be- 
hind. 


This action on the part of our colo- 


nel — that is, putting the German head- 
quarters town 
out of business com- 


pletely, even at the cost of having his 
own 
town 
razed — was 
evidently a 


shocking reminder to the Germans that 
we Americans don't propose to play the 
game according to any unofficial rules, 
but that when they hit us on one cheek 
we're going to paste them back on 
both. 


The Germans, were so peeved with 


us over the loss of the beautiful cha- 
teau that had 
housed 
their colonel, 


that they brought up their long range 
guns and put shells into French vil- 
lages far back of our lines that had 
never been bothered before. 
German 


airplanes had found that American re- 
serve troops were in these places. 


In addition, the German planes have 


been bombing us nights and in other 
ways making- life disagreeable for us. 


"Never mind." says our colonel. "There 


never was a game that two couldn't 
play at."
